S.O- 1803.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that in exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). it is necessary or expedient to amend the notifications of 
the Government of India In the late Ministry of Commerce No. S.O. 2842, dated 
the 23rd September, 1966, read with the Notification No. S.O, 3232, dated the 11th 
September, 1967, in the manner specified below for the development of the export 
trade of India; 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the proposals in that behalf to the 
Export Inspection Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now. therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals lor the information of the public likely to be 
affected thereby. 

2. Notice Is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections 
or suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council, ‘World Trade Centre’, 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1. 
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Proposals 

The notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce 
No. S.O. 2842, dated the 23rd September, 1966 (read with the notification No- S.O. 
3232, dated the 11th September, 1967), shall be amended as follows, namely:— 

In the said notification— 

1. In paragraph 4™ 

(1) the word ‘fifteen’ occurring in line 2 shall be omitted; 

(ii) Items 1.4 to 1.15 shall be renumbered respectively as items 1.5 to 1.16 
and before item 1.5 as so renumbered, the following item shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

“1.4 Mangadan-K”; 

2. In Annexure I—-“Specifications for Coir Yarn— 

(1) in the Table under paragraph 2.1-1, under columns 1, 2 and 3 after the 
variety of yarn “Aratory” and the entries relating thereto, the variety 
‘‘Mangadan-K’’ and its related entries “3’’ and “1’’ shall be inserted 
respectively; 

(2) in’the Table under paragraph 2.2-1, entries 4 to 15 shall respectively be 
renumbered as entries 5 to 16, and before entry 5 as so renumbered, 
the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“4 Mangadan K 14 18 13 15’’; 

(3) in the Table under paragraph 2-2.2, under columns 1, 2 and 3 after 
the variety of yarn, “Aratory" and the entries relating thereto, the 
variety “Mangadan-K" and Its related entries “4 and 3” shall be 
Inserted respectively; 

(4) in the Table under paragraph 2.2.3, under columns 1 and 2, after the 
variety of yarn “Aratory” and the entry relating thereto, the variety 
"Mangadan-K" and its related entry “0.5" shall be inserted;’’ 

3. In Annexure II—"Definitions of different varieties ol Coir Yarn—para 
graph 1.4 to 1.15 shall be renumbered respectively as paragraphs 1.6 to 1.16 and 
before paragraph 1.5 as so renumbered, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“1.4 Mangadan-K”; 

Wheel spun yarn, spun from long, or medium stapled coir fibres extracted 
from retted as well as partly retted husks and of colour ranging from natural 
bright to slight reddish brown and bluish grey, containing varying amounts of 
pith and sand, fibres not teased properly; appearance not as good as Anjengo-M; 
harder twisted Aratory; hairy; not as regular in twist as Anjengo-M or Aratory; 
the Scorages ranging from 10 to 15”.
